In addi- 
tion, 248 schools in ‘the smaller 
towns will be given amounts rang- 
ing from $200 to $800, and 59 rural 
high schools in as many counties 
will be given money. Teachers’ 
training classes will be maintained 
by the State in the high schools in 
97 counties.

Monahan, who is a title examiner in 
the Recorder of Deeds’ office, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had not 
been acquainted with McNally in the 
latter’s lifetime, and that he did not re- 
member the number of the house where 
McNally had lived, but that it was on 
Carr street. He said he was acquainted 
with McNally’s sister, Mrs. Mary Gal- 
lagher, living on Sixteenth street, be- 
tween Biddle and O'Fallon streets, and 
that he became administrator of the es- 
tate at her request. She supposed the 
estate to be a small one, he said, ani 
Was surprised at finding the money.

“In one of these cellars an amazing 
incident happened which reveals the 
nighest form of courage and self-sacri- 
fce not to be denied the Germans. A 
Colonel of a battalion whieh wiil be 
given high place in history for this 
day's work came into Loos after his 
men had already gone on to Hill Wi. 
With signallers and other men he estal- 
lished quarters, according to previous 
arrangement, in a house practically un- 
touched by shell fire At this time there 
was very little sheiling, as the arti 
lery officers on either side were afraid 
of killing their own men and the house 
seemed fairly safe for the purpose of a 
temporary signal station. 

Directed Batteries Toward Self. 

“But the Colonel noticed, with sur- 
prise, shortly after his arrival, that 
heavy shells began to fall very close 
and the German guns were obviously 
aiming directly for this particular build- 
ing. He ordered the cellars to be 
searched, and three Germans were 
found, but it was only after he had been 
in the house 40 minutes that in a deeper 
cellar, which had not been seen before, 
discovery was made of a German offi- 
cer, who was actually telephoning to his 
own batteries and directing their fire. 

‘“‘Suspecting the Colonel and his com- 
panions were important officers, direct- 
ing the general operations. he had 
caused shells to fall upon the house, 
knowing a lueky shot would mean his 
own death as well as theirs. I[n anv 
case, he was certain to die, and he died 
bravely, having made this supreme sac- 
rifice of courage. The telephone appa- 
ratus is now a trophy in the British 
hands. 

‘“Mearwhile some of battalions 
who fought their way through Loos 
were now struggling ahead to gain hill 
70. It is nearly a mile further on east- 
ward and southward. The road was 
swept with shrapnel and machine-gun 
fire as it rose steadily up 
ground, which is really 
than a hill. 

“On a further ridge is a village called

TYPHOID CASES THIS YEAR 
SHOW DECREASE OVER LAST 


Health Commissioner Starkloff today 
compiled statistics of typhoid cases in 
St. Louis, which showed that in the 26 
weeks ending today there was a decided 
decrease over the same period of last 
year in typhoid cases reported to the 
Health Department. In that period last 
year, there were 24 cases and 2 
deaths. This year there were 126 cases 
and 26 deaths. 

Dr. Starkloff said he believed the de- 
crease was due to the frequent rains 
during the spring and summer. He said 
typhoid more frequently attacks pey- 
sons who have been in rural communi- 
ties and who have drunk from springs, 
wells and cisterns. His theory of the 
decrease is that this year the rains 
flushed springs and wells-so often that 
they did not become contaminated. 

Vaccjnation against typhoid also prob- 
ably had something to do with the de- 
crease, he said. Dr. Starkloff said that 
while there were fewer cases this year. 
the disease was in a more dangerous 
form than usual, thus accounting for 
the higher percentagé of deaths this 
year than last.

ONSLAUGHT 


OF FRENCH 


CAVALRY IN CHAMPAGNE 


Flight Turned to Panic When African Troops 
Followed, Cutting Them Up With Bayonets 
‘  —Human Wave Fifteen Miles Long 
Made Simultaneous Dash. 


PARIS, Sept. 30.—‘It was by no means 
easy work,”’ said one of the wounded 
at the Grand Palais Hospital, In describ- 
ing the battle of Champagne, Saturday. 
“Never have we seen anything like it— 
the barbed-wire entanglements. Our 
shells plowed. up ,thousands of stakes, 
but there were innumerable left when 
we had to pull up in the enemy’s fire. 
The wire was so thick it was extremely 
hard to cut. We pelted the Germans 
with bombs as hard as we could and 
the sappers who came behind us did 
the rest. The machine guns which 
stormed at us—why so many of us were 
hit in the legs—were soon put out of 
business. Then our cavalry turnec up. 
They had gone so long without a chance 
to fight on horseback that they were 
keen to get Into it. It was a fine dash 
Knd the Germans bolted on all sides. 
What they left behind in the way of 
material, arms, effects and equipment, 
was unimaginable. Their flight turned 
into a panic when they saw our African 
contingents after them. The Africans 
seueanel eut them up frightfully with 
the bayonets.” 

*" all Are Veterans Now. 

An officer with a bayonet wound in 
one arm spoke enthusiastically of the 
methodical and orderly manner in which 
the French infantry fought. 

“When the rally sounded ali the men 
formed in their proper sections. They 
all are veterans now,” the oficer said, 
“and know their profession thoroughly. 
The Germans felt the whirlwind of this 
grand army.’ 

A simultaneous movement of _ the 
French on a front of more than 15 miles 
after a bombardment for three days on 
well prepared German positions which 
were protected by dense networks of 
barbed wire, the use of the most recent 
creations of French artillery and the 
shelling with long range cannon of 
reads. railroads and railroad stations 
while smaller guns swept the entire 
first line of the Germans, were among 
the elements which brought success to 
the recent allied offensive, according to 
the Havas Agency, which has received 
from a correspondent an authorized ac- 
count of the battle in Champagne. 

“The first position, which formed the 
principal line of resistance,”’ says the 
correspondent, ‘‘comprised from two t» 
five trenches arranged in echelons, with 
a complete accessory of defenses, in- 
cluding an impenetrable network of 
tarbed wire, underground hollows as 
a protection against bombardment and 
small forts garnished with quick-firers. 
Further there was a system of trench- 
es which formed a veritable labyrinth. 

Second Line on Heights. 

“The German General Staff had the 
foresight to arrange their second line 
of resistance on the heights dominating 
to the south the valley of the Py. The 
position had been organized with care. 
Between the two positions, separated 
by a distance of from two to two and a 
half miles, all the cutting in the ground 
had been prepared with a view to de> 
fense inch by inch. Communication 
uniting the two lines and protected by 
accessory defenses permitted the divid- 
ing of the ground in case part of the 
first line yielded. 

“For three days our batteries bom- 
barded the German positions. We made 
use of the mest recent artillery and 
were able, after an examination of con- 
cquered territory, to witness its dread-

ful affect. At certain points the level- 


ing of trenches was compiete. The pro- 
tecting caves were filled. As to the 
network of barbed wire—it was torn up 
everywhere or destroyed. 

“Our fire covered the entire length of 
the first position and with long-range 
cannon bombarding routes and railroads, 
certalim German units found their sup- 
plies cut oft and remained #% hours 
without provisions. 

‘The moral effect was no less power- 
ful. Even the interruption of the bom- 
bardment increased the nervousness of 
our adversary, who uselessly began @ 
concentrated artillery and musket fire. 


“The clear sky of Sept. 22 and 2% per-/{. 


mitted precise regulation of observation 
on the land and,.in the air. On the 
morning of Sept. % the gray clouds 
were very low. At 9 a. m. rain began 
to fall and at 9:15 o'clock the atack was 
ordered. 


Humane Wave Dashes Forward. 

“This human wave, which on a front of 
more than 15 miles at the same moment 
and with the same dash burst upon and 
covered the enemy's. trenches, Ccom- 
prised Frenchmen from all parts of 
France and her colonies. 

‘In several minutes our men, et the 
cost of small losses—sma!! nearly every- 
where—jumped into the German 
trenches, mastered their defenders and 
continued their course forward with au- 
daciousness, despite the soggy ground, 
despite the resistance of the enemy 
who rapidly with their reserves arranged 
intermediary positions, or who, under 
the support of perpendicular communi. 
cating trenches directed a fire from ma- 
chine guns and infantry on the flanks 
cf our troops during their forward move- 
ment. 

“At three points the advance was par- 
ticularly rapid. 

“Near Souain we directed three di- 
vergent attacks, captured several works 
and entered trenches called Von Kluck 
and Von Tirpitz. Then we penetrated 
‘Trench William II.’ 

“To the east tne African troops in a 
single bound crossed the German lines 
and fought tn the wood in the direction 
of the Souain-Tahure road, where they 
vaptured the field railroad camps and 
depots. 

“To the right other contingents in 18 
minutes captured an enemy salient called 
The Pocket.’ Further fighting and noon 
found them passing the Souain-Tahure 
road and attaining the slopes of Hi!)

“North of Beausejour, while the Ger- 
man resistance was being maintained} .

Such a confer- 
ence was to have been held yesterday, 
but Kinsey was not there. The unions 
demand that R. M. Graham, assistant 
superintendent, who, they say, has 
given offense to the unions in the past.

Acme of Safety. 

The movie manager will take his Bible 
oath that her job is as safe as riding tn 
a baby carriage on a quiet street. Miss 
Forbes herself wishes. she might have 
such work all the time so she might 
hope to live out her expectation of life 
as given in the actuary tables. 

Moreover, her appearance for a stunt 
is a signal for a big crowd to gather, 
and crowds, as everybody knows, would 
stay away if they thought for a momenr 
there was the slightest chance that any- 
thing might go wrong.

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HOOKE WONT LET 
WALL INTRODUCE 


Public Utilities Chief Says He 
Opposes Legislation Until 
Board Considers It. 


Director of Public Utilities Hooke to- 
day announced that he would not per- 
mit Water Commissioner Wall to in- 
troduce a bill at the aldermanic session 
tomorrow, to restore the water rate 
of eight cents per 1000 gallons to manu- 
‘facturers. 

Commisgioner Wall has: prepared a 
bill to restore the 8-cent rate to manu- 
facturers, except those who consume 
less than 10,000 gallons of water in six 
months. Director Hooke, upon learning 
of Commissioner Wall’s intention, said 
that he would object to any proposed 
legislation until the Public Service Board 
had considered it. 

The director intimated that the board 
might not approve of the §8-cent rate 
which the St. Louis Public Service Com- 
mission declared to be below cost of pro- 
duction, in a report submitted more 
than a year ago, when it disbanded. The 
Public Service Commission recommend- 
ed a uniform rate of 9 cents per 1000 
gallons to all metered consumers. 

Aims to Legalize 8c Rate. 

The Wall bill aims to legalize the 
eight-cent rate, which was repealed, 
April 4, 1913, but which has been 
granted to inanufacturers ever since by 
Assessor of Waticr Rates Rurton, Bur- 
ton is charging the legal rates, which 
are higher, in the current Dills, since 
Attorney Charles P. Comer served no- 
tice that he would bring a taxpayer's 
suit againt Burton, Wall and others to 
recover $75,000, which Comer estimated 
io have been lost by undercharging 
manufacturers 'n the past 21-3 years. 

It is possible that the Public Service 
Board wiil recommend that manufac- 
turers be required to pay at least the 
cost of the water they consume, which 
Commissioner Wall says, is in excess of 
nine cents per 1900 gall ns. 

Discrimination lMorbidden. 

The new charter, as did the old, for- 
bids discrimination in water r@tes and 
requires that rates be fixed at points 
that will yield a surplus every 12 months 
above the cost of operation after the 
city has set aside the sinking fund re- 
quirements and paid the interest on wa- 
terworks bonds. 

Commissioner Wall said that he con- 
sidered it bad policy to grant a rate be- 
low the cast of production, but he did 
not consider it discrimination, in the 
sense that it was used in the charter, 
as long as all consumers of the same 
class enjoyed the same bounty. For 
instance, Commissioner Wall said, it is 
not discrimination for the city to grant 
half rates to charitable institutions, as 
authorized by ordinance. 

Director Hooke said the question had 
not been considered by the members of 
the Board of Public Service, and, in 
view of the recommendation in 1914 of 
the local Public Service Commission, 
that no rate lower'ti.:.n %cents per 1000 
gallons be granted, he ould ask the 
Public Service Board to puss on the 
water rate. 

Substitution of the legal rates against 
manufacturers in the Ocfdber bills, now 
being prepared by Assessor Burton, will 
add $5877.09 to the revenue that would 
have been lost under the 8-cent rate 
which Burton has illegally charged for 
more than 2 years. 

The legal rate ranges from eight cents 
to 20 cents per 1000 gallons, depending 
en the quantity of water consumed in 
each six-month period. Manufacturers 
using more than 500,000 gallons in six 
months are entitled to the 8-cent rate, 
but those using less than that amount 
must pay a higher rate. 

The October bills will go to manufac- 
turers in the second district, between 
Park avenue and Pine street. A com- 
parison shows that 176 manufacturers 
in this district will pay more than eight 
cents for water, resulting in increases 
from $2 to $50 each, or an average in- 
crease of $35 for each of the 176 manu- 
facturers. ; 

Estimates on Loss to City. 

Water Commissioner Wall calculate» 
that an equal amount will be added to 
revenue in the third district, between 
Pine street and Cass avenue, when bills 
are prepared in November. The other 
two districts, comprising the north and 
south ends, are not so productive of 
revenue from manufacturers, and Com- 
inissioner Wall estimates that each wil! 
produce an increase of $3500 every six 
months, under the present legal rates.

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ICARRANZAISTS SAID TO HAVE

Mexican Makes Affidavit That One of the “First 
Chief's” Generals Led Raiders Who

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 30.—The

Bonfig fire and the projected fire at 
the Christen bellows factory. Whether 
any other indictment will be contained 
in the report it not known thus far. 

Anthony Robinson and Louis Bech- 
told, testifying at yesrterday’s session 
of the inquiry, are believed to have 
told of financial difficulties which the 
printing company had in 1909, followed 
by the purchase of its assets by the 
present management, for <5 cents on 
the dollar. 

Frank Case, of the insurance firm of 
Delafield & Snow, was also a witness. 
His firm wrote $10,000 of the more 
than $31,000. additional insurance which 
was taken in July. 

H. L. Beeman and Robert Boles, em- 
ployes of the printing plant, were also 
v-itnesses. Beeman has said that when 
he left the office the afternoon of Sept.

President Acts at Request of 
Swedish Minister in Case of 
Utah Prisoner.

Results of Further Tests Announced After Pres- 


ident of Tel-Tel Company Talks to 


San Francisco Frem New York, 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 30.—The 
statement was made by officials of tele- 
phone companies here today that at last 
midnight messages by wireless tele- 
phone were sent from the wireless tele- 
graph station at Arlington, Va., to Hon- 
olulu, Hawaii, a distance of about 4600 
miles. It is stated that the tests were a 
complete success. 

It is understood that these tests were 
sdditional to ones already announced as 
having been made between Arlington 
and Mare Island Navy Yard. The tests 
were made by employes of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. at both 
stations. 


TALKS BY WIRE AND 
WIRELESS PHONE 
ACROSS CONTINENT 


Theodore N. Vail’s Ordinary 
Tones in New York Heard 


Plainly in San Francisco. 
By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Theodore N. 
Vail, president of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., picked up an 
instrument from his desk in his office 
at 15 Dey street yesterday afternoon 
and said in quite an ordinary tone: 
“Hello, Carty. This is Vail talking. 
Can you hear me?’’ 
In the wireiess tower of the United 
States Navy Yard at Mare Island, Cal., 
which is in Sag Francisco Bay, and 


something like 30% -n‘!les from here, 
John J. Carty, chref -.gineer of the cor- 


poration and leading ecientist in the 
business of communication, caught the 
voice of his friend. 

“Yes, I hear you! This is fine! 
is wonderfil!"”’ he said. 

Another feat of distance obliteration 
had been accomplished. The sound of 
Vail’s voice had crossed the continent, 
had spanned the thousand. leagues of 
farm land, prairie and mountain, almost 
entirely through the air, almost entirely 
without the use of wires. The wireless 
telephone, long sought, had been proved 
“a complete success. 

Vail’s words went from his office over 
a wire, to the top of' the United States 
naval radio tower at Arlington, Va., 
which is 60 feet high. From that point 
| without interruption, they leaped into 
the air and sped to the top of the naval 
radio station at Mare Island, which is 
350 feet above sea level. There Carty 
heard them. 

It was more than .a wireless tele- 
phone test. It was a test of wire, then 
wireless communication.

ficient height in New York City, the 
message might have been sent entirely 
through the air. But that would have 
been easier to do than what actualiv 
was’ done. 

Carty’s reply to the president of the 
company was made over a wire tele- 
phone, because there was no wireless 
sending apparatus at Mare Island. If 
there had been one, and a tower here 
the entire conversation would have been 
through the air. 

“What a glorious success!”’ exclaimes 
Vail, as he Nstened to Carty’s voice. 
“IT want to congratulate you and the 
others who have brought it about.’’ This 
went by wire and air. 

“What next?” answered the engineer. 
“We can’t tell, eh?’ This came oy 
wire. - 

Vail spoke certain sentences throug: 
the air and asked Carty to repeat the:n 
to show he was actually hearing. Tv 
the president of the company and to e 
score or so of others who sat close to 
him, each with a receiver at his ear, 
came back the words, repeated exactly. 

It was the culmination of many 
months of tests at lesser distances. it 
became known at the New York officea 
of the telephone and telegraph compary 
that, in August, Carty had talked with 
Lieut. Cranshaw, an army officer stu- 
tioned at Panama, which is 1800 miles 
away. 

The discovery is of tréhendous signifi- 
cance in the work of long-distance com- 
munication. For instance, it would have 
been much easier, it was declared by 
Carty from San Francisco, to have 
talked to London, Paris or Berlin than 
to talk to Ban Francisco. Were it not 
for the war that very thing might have 
been done yesterday. 

It will eventuaNy be a very simple 
matter, Carty said, to call up a friend 
who is on a ship in midocean and have 
a conversation with him. And, eventu- 
ally, again, there will be no place—des- 
ert, mountain top, jungle—which will 
not have its telephone station—because 
the stringing of wires, Carty explained. 
will not be neecssary. The remotest 


hamlet will simply have its wireless 
telephone. 


Reporter’s Hour Talk. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent here 
was permitted to have nearly an hour 
of talk with Carty last evening, between 
% Dey street and the Vail main offices 
in San Francisco. It was just as easy 
as though the reporter had been in one 
of the booths of his office and the engi- 
neer had been in a club a block away. 

“Will the wireless telephone ever re- 
Place the wire telephone?” he was 
asked. 

“I do not think so,’ Carty replied. 
“In my belief, the number of wireless 
telephone calle will remain in the thou- 
sands, while the wire calls run up into 
billions. Wireless telephony is a much 
more difficult process. As I see it now, 
the greatest value of the wireless tele- 
phone will be in reaching places where 
wires cannot be strung—for instance, 
deserts, jungles, remote mountain tops, 
and so on.”’ 

“How about talking to a ship at sea? 
How about talking across the ocean?" 

“Well, as things stand now,’’ the far 
away engineer answered, “the editor 
there could as readily call up his corre. 
spondent in London and give him in- 
structions about sending war news as 
he could call up a reporter in St. Loula. 
Yes, I think there is no doubt we could 
easily reach ships at sea, if they were 
properly equipped, ahd have wireless 
{elephonic communication with those on 
board.’’ 

“Will this be of value to the navy?" 
Carty was asked. 

“I want to eay,” he replied, “that the 
navy has tween most kind and courteous 
in allowing us the use of its towers and 
uu. CO-operation with us in every pos- 
sible way. While the invention is tie 
property of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. alone, I would like to 
tay that the United States navy and 
no other navy will have it.” 

“Would it be possible to send a secret 
riessage by wireless telephony? Would 
it not be possible for anyone having u 
receiving apparatus to ‘listen in?’ ” 

Carty laughed. “Yes,"" he said. ‘'l 
guess it would. As things are now, any. 
one who could tune a receiving instru- 
ment into the same pitch as ours covis 
hear everything that was caid. In fact, 
I suppose Mr. Vail’s remarks to me were 
heard by hundreds of persons througi:- 
out the country. Ar a matter of fact, 
‘more persons will be able to liste in 
on a wireless telephone conversati. . 
than now are able to listen in an & 
party line wire telephone. 

The possibilities seemed to amuse hin. 
“But perhaps that may be remedied 
some time,” he added.

“From Washington to Panama is 
about 2100 miles, and communigation be- 
tween these points is a much simpler 
proposition topographically than across 
the Continent. We have now done that 
and to talk across the Atlantic is only 
a matter of putting up the necessary 
gear. 

“We have not yet the full reports of 
yesterday's test. One of our men in 
San Diego heard all the conversations, 
and there were others from whom we 
have not heard.”

Brown 
of the Baby Welfare Board, Dr. G. 

ppman and Miss Burkart, the board’s 
stpervising nurse. The Business Wom- 
ens League will have charge of the 
Satyrday afternoon program. 

e Friday afternoon program, in 
arge of the Woman's Council, and 
with Missouri clubwomen as guests, will 
include addresses by Mayor Kiel and 
Postmaster Selph; Mrs. W. R. Chivvis, 
president of the State Federation of 
Women's Clubs; Mrs. Harry Sneed of 
Sedalia; president of the Home Mak- 
ers’ Conference; Miss Carrie L. Pan- 
coast of Columbia; Miss Anne Evans of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture; Mre.

TEACHERS’ UNION RULE MODIFIED 


Chicage Board Amends Order After 
Injunction Is Issued. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30—An amendment 
to the rule of the Board of Education, 
prohibiting teachers from holding mem- 
bership in the Chicago Teachers’ Fed- 
eration was passed at vesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Board. 

Superior Court Judge John M: O’Cos- 
nor issued an injunction recently re- 
straining the Board from enforcing the 
original rule. This rule prohibited mem- 
bership by members of the Education 
Department of the Board in any organ- 
ization having officers not employed by 
the Board or in organizations affiliated 
with the Federation of Labor. In the 
amendment offered by Vice President 
Jaqgod M, Loeb that part of the rule re- 
lating to the officers not being members 
of the teaching force was stricken out. 


MOVIES HURT THE SALOONS 


Higher License Aise te Drive Out 600 
im New Yerk City. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The increase 
of $300 in the State retail liquor license 
fees, which .becomes effective tomor- 
row, will force 600 saloons out of busi- 
ness in Manhattan and Broeklyn end 
reduce the city’s share in this revenue 
about $880,000, according to estimates of 
the officers of retail liquor dealers’ as- 
sociations. The increase brings the 
cost of the licenses up to $1500. 

The Excise Commissioner for Manhat- 
tan said today that he belleved that 
people were not drinking as much now 
as in past years and that, in his opinion, 
moving pictures kept men from saloons.

Of this, Westlake remarks, with the 
purpose of taking issue, that ‘‘no state 
can intrust its Government with wider 
powers than itself possesses.’’ The doc- 
trine of the absolute right of self-pres- 
ervation as quoted by Rivier, is of 
Roman conception. But whatever the 
Roman law may be, adds Westlake, 
“the British law does not permit a man 
to ward off danger from himself by 
transferring it to an innocent person. If 
he has preserved himself by action ex- 
ternally aggressive against another, he 
cannot justify his action as intrinsicallv 
defensive unless the person against 
whom it was directed was in fault to- 
ward him. — 

Westlake then cites in substantiation 
the decision in the famous English case 
of the Queen vs. Dudley and Stephens.
